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Residence 

students 

coalesce

The first steps towards the 
possible formation of a union of 
McGill residence students were 
taken last night at a meeting in 
the RVC Conunon Room. 

Hie meeting was chaired by 
Barry Lenson, a second year 
music student, who emphasized 
that each residence should maice 
its own demands autonomously, 
backed by an all-residence or- 
ganization. 

Lenson stated that the organiz- 
ers of last night's meeting did 
not want to impose their demands 
for reforms on residence students 
but hoped for representation of 
all shades of residence opinion. 

He suggested that- a union or 
group that represented the some 
1,200 students in residence could 
influence the Senate Sidi-Conunit- 
tee on Residoice Policy. He also 
said that It could lend support 
to Students' Council candidates 
who would represent the resi- 
dences. 

The main issue discussed at 
last night's meeting was the ques- 
tion of open house hours, with 
several of the some 125 students 
attending the meeting speaking 
hi favour of each residence set- 
ting its own open hours. 

Other possible demands dis- 
cussed included the abolition of 
"leaves" rules for RVC, and

Small SSU meeting 
condemns Simon Fraser

"The intents and actions of the 
adminisbation are totally unac- 
ceptable and we must strongly 
(Condemn the admlnisbration of 
Simon Praser Univerdty" says 
a statement passed at yesterda/s 
meeting of the Sociology Stu- 
dents' Union. 

The statement, discussed and 
passed during the last five minu- 
tes, also accused SFU of a "de- 
sbructive attitude toward its own 
students and towards the very 
nature of experimentation and 
progress in thie educational pro- 
cess." 

The meeting, which was attend- 
ed by only 70 of 1400 sociology 
students, discussed thé method of 

selection of student representa- 
tives on departmental committees. 

Although one student raised 
the question vshethcr it was right 
for a non-representative minority 
to decide on how many students 



should be elected from each 
course, the meeting finally de- 
cided that there should be a 
minimum of two students from 
sociology 210, one graduate stu- 
dent, four students from the third 
and fourth years, and six more 
to be from at large, in the de- 
partment. 

It was decided that a mass 
meeting would bejcalled next 
"Tuesday at which the representa- 
tives would be elected. Friday 
was Fixed as the deadline (or 
nominations, which are to be 
placed in a box placed in the 
Sociology secretary's office (7th 
■ floor, Leacock). 

Nominations were also request- 
ed for the posts of chairman, 
vice-chairman, secretaries (2), 
and public rebtions officer in the 
Union itself. A further three stu- 
dents will be elected to the sec- 
retariat of the Union. 



, "According to Marx and En- 
gels", she said "women have had 
a central role hi society 99 per 
cent of the time that man has li- 
ved in organized societies. 

"It was only when a food sur- 
plus arose that a shifting of ro- 
les occurred. The end result is 
the modem woman," she conclu- 
ded. 

Elzamining the attitudes of so- 
ciety towards women, Miss 
Levis berated advertisers for 
perpetrating many of the mis- 
conceptions and attitudes which 
prevented the serious acceptan- 
ce of women into the mahistream 
ofUfe. 

Not beuig an especially mili- 
tant femhilst, she granted a qua- 
si-amnesty to men, sayhig they 
were mot to blame for the contem- 
porary situation. But she did go 
on to make suggestions, which, ^ 
if enacted, would change the struc- 
ture of present day society. 

Housewives, she suggested, 
should be paid by the government 
because they perform a useful 
service to society. 

Men, according to Miss Levis, 




should be allowed to stay home 
and care for the family, if they 
so desire. 

Women, she claimed, must 
have control over their bodies, 
and abortions should be allowed 
upon request. She added that 
children must be the centre and 
responsibility of society as a 
whole, and not just of two hidi- 
viduaIs,'who may or may not be 
able to provide for that diild. 

In the university, she envisa- 
ged the establishment of departs 
ments of women's studies, which 
would smash the myths concern- 
ing women's inferiority. 

She also diastised the go- 
vernment for inaction concern- 
ing women's rights. "The abor- 
tion law", she conunented, hasn't 
done' a thing. All it says is 
that a woman can't die any more." 

Later, discussing the Royal 
Commission Report on the Sta- 
tus of Women, Miss Levis, said, 
"The Royal Comndssion on the 
Status of Women didn't do any- 
thing to solve the problem, but 
it brought to attention the £act 
that women are there."

claimed that badequate notice 
was mainly responsible for the 
absence of a quorum.

Julius Grey, President of Stu- 
dents' Society wamed, "I thhik 
the genera] feeling on Council is 
one of such total chaos that it's 
becoming really dangerous for 
the Students' Society. We're all 
going to have to discipline our- 
selves more." 

Another item on last night's 
intended agenda was a discussion 
of Council's plans for taking ac-' 
tlon agahist MaisUn's trucking 
company regarding the truck 
which barreled through the block- 
ade at last week's border demon- 
stration. ^ 

Grey said last night, "I do not 
want to take action agahist the 
driver himself. He's just a work- 
er who was in a huny to get 
home." 

Grey added that he hopes to ob- 
tain some sort of an apology from 
the company.

Mathews speaks 
against US profs

Robin Mathews, a leading crusader in the campaign to keep Ameri- 
can Profêsors out of Canadian Universities, discussed his attitudes 
last night on the Pierre Berton show. 



Professor Matthews explained 
that foreign teadios in the areas 
of Sociology, I>olitical Science, 
Literature, and Art History are 
in the most indefensible position 
at Canadian universities, for 
usually they know nothing about 
the Canadian aspects of these 
areas. He said that new teachers 
coming from other countries of- 
ten do not know who the Prime 
Minister is, or how the Canadian 
political structure is set up. 

In France, Sweden, and Italy, 
there is a strict rule "to keep 
alien teadiers out," he said. 
Professor Mathews said that he 
would be satisfied with a two- 
thirds majority of teachers being 
Canadian. 

In the fields of Literature and 

Art History, fordgnos seldom 
know anything about Canadian 
writers or artists, and thus prop- 
agate the colonial atmosphere of 
Canada, explained Professor 
Mathews. , 

"Canadian academics have a 
colonial mind," he continued. 
First, Canadian universities 
looked, to Britain, and then to the

United States, seddng "better" 
teachers. 

Discussing the progress made 
in this area to date. Professor 
Mathews said, "Hie Canadian As- 
sociation of University Teadiers 
has finally recognized that there 
is a problem." 

Professor Mathews explabied 
that the best-qualified teachers 
should definitely be hired, but 
that Canadian students and teach- 
ers are not adequatdy prepared 
in certain areas. 

He exfriabied, hoiwévtf , that a 
Canadian applicant with a B^ilus 
average was often just as intel- 
ligent as an American applicant 
with straight A's. The deception 
created by different marking sys- 
tems worts in favor of the Amer- 
ican applicant. 

In other related news, a discus- 
sion developed in the Political 
Science 325 class on Monday, 
given by Professor Waller, an 
American, concerning his ' right 
to teach Canadians. Political 
Science 325 is a course in U.S. 
Government

The Redpath Undograduate 
Libiaiy will be open for use in 
Januaiy of 1970, several months 
ahead of schedule. Magil Con> 
struction Company originally 
pbnned to have the building ready 
next fall, but construction has 
moved along much more rapidly 
than expected. 

The new building will have 1,- 
500 undergraduate seats and will 
house special collections, sudi as 
the Lautemian Architectural Col- 
lection and the Biackader Zoolog- 
ical Collection. 

The estimated total cost of the 
new library is |2.7 million. It 
will contain approximately WpOO 
books at opening, with hopes of 
tcdsing this figure to 100^)00 
over a period of three years. The 
Board of Govonors has allocated 
another million doQan to help 
the library achieve tliis aim. 

Vice-Prindpal (Professional Af- 
fairs) Stanley Frost, who holds 
sway over all the University's 
Ubraiies. said, "The effort we 
are making for the new under- 
graduate libraiy is a further 
recognition of the importance of 
the undergraduate on the uni- 
versity campus." 

The architects of the project 
are Dobousb, Stewart and Bourke, 
the last of whom is a graduate 
ofMcGiU.

Biafra ready 
for peace 

Biafia is ready to negotiate for 
peace at any time, according to 
Dr. Ifeqwi Eke, Biafian Minister 
of Information and à McGQl grad- 
uate. 

However, he added, as long as 
Nigeria sees the possibility of 
crusliing Biafra with fcrdgn 
arms ' shipments, the war will 
continue. 

Speaking to an audience of 120 ' 
here yesterday, Dr. Eke outlined 

the causes of the Nigerian Civil 
War. He blamed the British gov- 
ernment for having obstructed a 
preliminary settlement. 

Western powers and Russia 
want, control of Biafra's oil, he 
claimed, especially now in view 
of the Mid-East situation. Oil 
companies (Shdl, BP, Texaco, 
Gulf Oil, Mobil, and others) tap 
Biafra's oil and pay the revenues 
to Nigeria. With these revenues 
Nigeria buys arms. 

Biaba gets its own arms from 
the European black maiket, and 
from witUn Nigeria Itself, said 
Dr. Eke. 

There Is now a Bill before 
Congress, asking the U.S. to 
make a sum available to Nigeria, 
so that Eastern Nigeria can be 
"re4ncorporated" into Nigeria, 
continued the Information Mb- 
ister. 

"President Nixon has said tliat 
the Vietnamese are fighting for 
self-determination," noted Dr. 
Eked. ,."^6 are fighting for self- 
deten^tion, too". 

In this fight, Biafra has caused 
oil production in Nigeria to drop 
from 600,000 to 200/)00 barrels 
a day, and continues to try to

IVIcGill's birthday 
forgotten by most

Yesterday, even though many McGiilians are unaware of it, was the 
bhrthday of McGill's f oundhig father James McGill. 

It b a day, traditionally, when the Governor General himself com- 
memorates the Univérsi^s namfsake and makes a ccacerted attempt 
to justify English presence in a predondnanlly French province from an 
historical perspective. The press is invited and a Jolly good time is had 
byaU.

Dr. Eke called on Cahadiaiw to 
put pressure on the oil companies 
to stop financing the war.

Doors to learning 
obsolete 

The nine exterior doors of the 
Leacock building are being re- 
placed at a cost of approximately 
14,500. 

Douglas Elliott, drector of 
Pby^cal Plants at McGill. said 
that the new doors cost about 
^each. 

Apparently the doors, which 
were difficult to open, had an 
intricate mechanism at the top 
. that constantly needed repairs - 
and could not withstand the weat- 
her. At the time of their instal- 
lation, however, they were the 
most up-t<Hlate models avail- 
able. 



Unfortunately, most McGill 
people don't know the 'complete' 
stoiy behug James McGill. Mc- 
Gill, a Scottish imndgrant to 
Canada, died Dec. 19, 1B13 at the 
age of 69 with the rank of colonel 
in the 4th Battalion of the Mont- 
real Militia. Anyone can read that 
from the inscription on McGill's 
tomb outside the Arts Building. 
(It's the one with the pretty flow- 
ers around it). 

But it> not coDUDooly known 
that poor Jaines McGill suffered 
through not one, but two burials. 
The original burial occurred in 
1813 and took place in the old 
cemetery on Dorchester (between 
Cheneville and St Uibahi), the 
first Protestant cemeteqr out- 
dde the walls of Montreal. , 

Prior to this time all inter- 
ments were done within the walls, 
the Catholics near today's Place 
d'Araus and the Protestants just 
btside the City's northern redoubt 

For over sixty years, James 
McGill Uy in peace untU it be- 
came apparent that the cemetery 
was obstructhig Montreal's 
growth. Plans were formulated to 
tum the burial site into a square. 
Petitions were circulated and 
signed by many leading Montreal 
citizens to save the cemetery, to 
noavail.

as a final gesture the Montreal 
City Council proclaimed that any- 
one who wished to could remove 
the bones and monuments. 

April 1874, the Corporatimi of 
McGiU University, under the tu- 
telage of Prindinl Dr. William 
Dawson (later Sir William) met 
to consider the future fsle of Ja- 
mes McGill. The University voted 
to transfer McGill's remains 
from the marked cemetery to the 
campUs proper (which had for* 
meriy been McGill's farm). 

So James McGill was exhumed 
from peaceful slumber and June 
23, 1875 was carted over to his 
Qnal resting place in "consecrat- 
ed ground*! outside the main en- 
trance of the Arts Bidldbig. 

What would James McGill say 
if he were alive today concermng 
his University? This eternal 
questiiMi is facetiously asked 
around Founders Day conunemo- 
rathig McGill's birth. 

One thing is certain; things 
have radically changed since 1813, 
as evidenced by the bflOO French- 
speaUng CEGEP students who 
mardied around his tomb last Ocr 
tober. McGill University has been 
identified by French nationalists 
as the symbol of English power 
in the province of Quebec and as 
an obstacle to the development of 
French control.

How refreshing it was to see 
that little, unobtrisivc article in 
french on the back sports page 
of the Daily. Past bilingual exer- 
cises in the Daily have given the 
impression that the life of the 
frcnch-canadian worldng class 
revolves totally around the pro- 
blems of bdng suppressed by the 
capitalist-imperialist United States 
aggressor war machine. That 
they also like to make love, read 
books, eat good food and occa-, 
sionally go to the Fonun, or Jar- 
ry Park seems to have been over- 
looked by our campus progres- 
sives. 

A considerable contribution to 
the everyday functioning of bi- 
cultural communities in this 
province is made by the bilingual 
press, sudi as the south-shore 
Echo/Expansion. It would be a 
positive contribution to improving 
communications with the Quebec 
culture if the Daily would institute 
a policy of nmiiing articles of 
general, as well as political, in- 
terest, in the french language.

Last year, when Dr. Ro- 
bertson came to Students' 
Council to justify his ini-

The Board of Governors 
consists of men so far re- 
moved from the academic 
community and its ' concerns 
that it has trouble coping 
with the presence of students 
at its meeting. 

The Governors, however, 
have decided that the prin- 
.cipal vyill be chosen by them. 



under advisement from a 
committee. 

They have also decided 
what the committee will look 
like. 

And, finally, they decided 
to plant three of their own 
members to sit on the very 
committee they had designed 
to advise them. In fact, there 
are more Governors than 
students on this committee. 
And more Governors than 
faculty. 

What is involved is a fun- 
damental recognition that 
the locus of power on this 
campus must shift from the 
administration — to student- 
faculty community. 

Today the eyes of the stu- 
dents of this university are 
on the MAUT, to see whether 
it is willing to join in the 
recognition of this fact. Today 
the MAUT council and exe- 
cutive will consider the Board 
of Governors' proposal and 
the main alternative, that 
of the McGill Faculty Union. 

If the faculty joins with 
the students in challenging 
the selection procedure, per- 
haps it can still be changed 
constitutionally. 

If not, the students will 
have to go it alone.

OTTAWA (CUP) - It takes 
more than a complaint to bring 
police onto the campus at Carle- 
ton University. It takes the say- 
so of administration president A. 
Davidson Dun ton. 

A group of 15 students tried and 
failed to bring the forces of law 
and order to their support Friday 
(October 3) when they confronted 
Dunton: In ^hls office to demand 
hé repudiate the working paper of 
the Committee of Presidents of 
Universities of Ontario, and guar- 
antee noninterference In any pol- 
.itical activity on campus which 
did not involve personal physical 
injury of signifiant property 
damage. 

In the midst of a heated debate 
with Dunton, one of the students 
telephoned the Ottawa police to 
demand they arrest " a man who 
is occupying the president's desk 
against the wishes of the people." 

, lté response: "Only Dr. Dun- 
. ton can çall us, not the people," 
accordhig to the desk sergeant 
on duty. 

Dunton had just claimed he 
would not take the hiitiative in 
calling police on campus; he later 
modified his dahn to say "he.
